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DETAILED ACTION 

This responds to Applicant's Arguments/Remarks filed 03/21/201 1 . Claims 27, 
33, 37, 48, 50, and 72 have been amended. Claims 1-26, 29, 31, 34-36, 38-43, 47, 49, 
57-62, 74-76, 79, and 83-84 are cancelled. Claims 27-28, 30, 32-33, 37, 44-46, 48, 50- 
73, 77-78, 80-82, and 85-86 are now pending in this Application. 



Interview and Response to Amendments 

1 . Applicant and Examiner conducted an interview on 3/1 0/201 1 . Examiner 
believes that upon review of the prosecution history, the Specification provides support 
for Applicant's proposed amendments for Claims 27-28, 30, 32-33, 37, 44-56, 63-73, 
77-82, and 85-86. Thus, rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph for written 
description and enablement are withdrawn. 

2. Further, while Griswold has reels containing printed indicia which could benefit 
from flexible displays, Examiner informed Applicant that an artisan of ordinary skill in the 
art would not be motivated to modify the overall display configuration of Griswold. Thus, 
the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103 is withdrawn. 

3. Lastly, Applicant has submitted an information disclosure statement (IDS) on 
3/21/201 1 amending several entries which were not considered by Examiner because 
they lacked requisite pagination so as to ensure the Office has received all pages for 
review. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement has now been considered by 
the Examiner. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 27-28, 30, 32-33, 37, 44-46, 48, 50-73, 77-78, 80-82, and 85-86 are 
allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither anticipates nor renders obvious Applicant's claimed invention, wherein, in 
combination with the other claimed limitations, an artisan of ordinary skill in the art 
would not be motivated to modify the display configuration of Griswold to incorporate 
flexible OLED displays as the change would substantially change the structure and 
method of operation of the invention of Griswold. 

6. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
